The White House Conference—VIl 


4 This has been adopted as the offi- 
cial symbol for the White House 
Conference on Aging. The “A” in 
flowing script, taken from the 
masthead above, symbolizes “‘Ag- 
ing’. The seal to the left of the 
“A” is that of the Executive Office 
of the President and designates the “White House” 
level of the Conference. The hexagon framing the 
design is taken from our current exhibit, Enrich- 
ing the Added Years (Aging 54, p. 6), which 
covers the six major goals for older persons: Eco- 
nomic Security, Maintaining Personal Contacts, 
Good Living Arrangements, Preservation of 
Health, Useful Activities, and Meaningful Uses 
of Free Time. 

This symbol, which has already appeared on the 
cover of our new (1959) bibliography, Selected 
References on Aging: 1961 White House Confer- 
ence Edition, and on the announcement of the Na- 
tional Leadership Training Institute for the White 
House Conference (June 24-26 at Ann Arbor, 
Mich.), will be featured on future publications on 
or for the White House Conference and will iden- 
tifv this column in future issues of Aging. 


Advisory Committee Chairman Named 


On April 10, HEW Secretary announced the ap- 
ointment of the Hon. Robert W. Kean as Chair- 
man of the National Advisory Committee for the 
White House Conference on Aging. Mr. Kean, 
65, served for 20 years in Congress as the Repre- 
sentative of the 12th District of New Jersey and 
has had an active career in private business and 
public activities. He will assume his new duties 
on May 1 and will serve without compensation. 

Mr. and Mrs. Kean live in Livingston, N. J., and

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President Reconstitutes Federal Council at Cabinet Level 


In a March 7 letter to HEW Secretary Flem- 
ming, President Eisenhower reconstituted the Fed- 
eral Council on Aging which he had created almost 
three years earlier. 

The principal changes are: Reduction of mem- 
bership of the Council from 13 to 7 Federal depart- 
ments and agencies and naming of the Secretary 
or Administrator himself as the Council member; 
designation of the Secretary of HEW as perma- 
nent chairman; and provision of a small, separate 
staff for the Council, to be supported by contribu- 
tions from the member agencies. The President 
also requests the preparation of an analysis and 
evaluation of existing programs by September 30, 
1959. 

The text of the letter follows: 


In recognition of the growing national importance of 
the needs and problems of our aging population, I have 
concluded that the present Federal Council on Aging, 
established by Presidential memorandum of April 2, 1956, 
should be strengthened. 

The various resources and programs of the Federal 
Government must be utilized and coordinated in such a 
way as to provide maximum assistance in this field, con- 
sistent with Federal responsibility to State and loca! 
governments, to private groups, and to individuals them- 
selves. 

Accordingly, I am hereby reconstituting the Federal 
Council on Aging at Cabinet level. 

It is my desire that this Council aid the various Fev- 
eral agencies in improving the effectiveness of their prc 
grams in the field of aging. 

The Council will be composed of the Secretary of 
Health, Education, and Welfare as Chairman, and of the 
following additional members: 

The Secretary of Agriculture 

The Secretary of Commerce 

The Secretary of Labor 

The Secretary of the Treasury 

The Administrator of the Housing and Home 
Finance Agency 

The Administrator of Veterans Affairs 

I shall expect you as Chairman of the Council to invite 
those Federal departments and agencies that are not per- 
manent members of the Council such as the Department 
of Defense, Civil Service Commission, Railroad Retire- 
ment Board, and National Science Foundation to partici- 
pate when matters which are in their areas of responsi- 
bility come under consideration by the Council. Pro- 








vision also will be made for the Department of State and 
the Bureau of the Budget to have observers attend meet- 
ings of the Council. 

Federal departments and agencies in their respective 
areas will continue to carry out their individual statutory 
responsibilities in the field of aging, cooperating with one 
another through the Council where appropriate and fur- 
nishing the Council such information and assistance, not 
inconsistent with law, as may be required for this coop- 
eration. 

Support of a small staff for the Council shall be by 
contribution of the permanent participating agencies sub- 
ject to law. I request you, as Chairman, to work out 
with such agencies a suitable scale of contribution which 
should bear a relation to the scope of the responsibility 
of each in the field of aging. Agencies shall designate 
individuals within their own organizations as needed to 
carry out projects approved by the Council. 

The Council is directed to initiate promptly and carry 
on continuing reviews of Federal programs for the aging 
and make recommendations to me and to the interested 
departments and agencies from time to time on how needs 
in this field can be better met. 

At the onset, the Council shall prepare an analysis and 
evaluation of existing programs which I would like to 
have by September 30, 1959, at the latest. This analysis 
should appraise the various Federal programs which af- 
fect the older people in our population and identify any 
areas in which further changes need to be considered in 
order to help extend the period of productive, healthy, and 
comfortable lives for people in this group. 

The Council shall cooperate and assist the Secretary of 
Health, Education, and Welfare, as may be appropriate, 
in planning and coordinating the White House Conference 
on Aging. It shall also carry out other interagency proj- 
ects as may be appropriate and needed from time to time. 

I shall look forward to receiving from you as Chairman 
periodic reports on the progress and recommendations of 
the Council. 


The reconstituted Federal Council held its first 
meeting on April 10. All of the member cabinet 
officers were present, as was the newly appointed 
Chairman of the National Advisory Committee for 
the White House Conference on Aging, former 
Congressman Robert W. Kean. The Council took 
the following actions: 

1. Requested that appropriate Federal agencies 
submit to the Council by May 31 surveys of their 
current and prospective programs affecting the 
aging for analysis and evaluation for the Septem- 
ber 30 report requested by the President. 

2. Established a “working group” of sub-cabinet- 
level delegates, to be appointed by the permanent 
members of the Council, to meet biweekly under 
the chairmanship of HEW Under Secretary Bertha 
Adkins and report to the Council’s Chairman, 
HEW Secretary Arthur S. Flemming. 

3. Approved the agenda for the April 23 meeting 
of the delegates of the Council and representatives 
of the Council of State Governments (Aging 49, 
p. 1; 51, 3), with the following items: Medical 
care needs of the aging, housing for the elderly, 
Old-Age Assistance in mental hospitals and county 
homes, and plans for the 1961 White House Con- 
ference on Aging. 

4. Accepted for consideration a list of 17 sug- 
gested Council projects aimed at providing the 
aging with a larger stake in the economic and so- 
cial life of the Nation. 


(White House Conference—continued from page 1) 
have 6 children and 14 grandchildren. During his 
Congressional career, Mr. Kean was closely identi. 
fied with social security legislation as a member of 
the House Ways and Means Committee. 

In accepting the appointment, Mr. Kean said, 
“T have always had a deep interest in the needs 
and problems of our older population which js 
steadily increasing. Because of modern medicine 
and science, a rising proportion of our population 
is able to enjoy a longer span of life. 

“Our senior citizens must be given the oppor. 
tunity to make important contributions to the 
economic and social structure of our communities | 
and our country. If they can make such contribu. | 
tions, they will not only be assisting themselves | 
but the younger population groupings as well. 

“T am confident that the first White House Con- 
ference on Aging will result in benefits for not 
only our older citizens but for the Nation as a 
whole.” 

Announcement of the names of the approxi- 
mately 100 members of the National Advisory 
Committee is expected early in May. 

Staff Director Named 

On March 25, HEW Secretary Flemming ap- 
pointed William C. Fitch to be the Staff Director 
for the White House Conference on Aging with 
responsibility for organizing, coordinating, and 
directing the staff work for the Conference. He 
will also continue in his present position as Diree- 
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tor of the D/HEW Special Staff on Aging and 
will be in charge of the National Leadership 
Training Institute for the White House Confer- 
ence to be held June 24-26 at the University of 
Michigan, Ann Arbor, Mich. 

Mr. Fitch, 45, is a career government employe 
and resides with his wife and two sons in Arling- 
ton, Va.

AAUW Intensifies Program 


The Genera! Director of the American Associa- 
tion of University Women devotes her entire 
April Letter to Association leaders at the State 
and local level to the expansion and intensification 
of programs in aging, especially in connection 
with the White House Conference. 

At the national level, the Letter describes the 
development of the White House Conference Act, 
the AAUW’s offer to cooperate with the Secre- 
tary of HEW, and the AAUW’s headquarter’s 
preparation for supplying materials, advice, and 
counsel as requested by State and local affiliates. 

At the State level, the Letter recommends co- 
operation with State voluntary and public agen- 
cies, nomination of qualified AAUW members 
to State Commissions, and seeking membership 
on State bodies preparing for, and later on State 
delegations to, the White House Conference. 

At the local level, the recommendations cover 
not only joint activities with community councils 
or committees to pool existing information and 
experience and to define acceptable common goals, 
but also separate Branch programs such as prepa- 
ration of a community fact sheet on aging, pub- 
licizing the State Conference prior to the White 
House Conference, development of study and ac- 
tion programs for the aged in the community, etc. 


Response by Governors 

; Since Feb. 1st, 13 additional Governors of the 
\4 “jurisdictions” defined as “States” in the 

hite House Conference on Aging Act, have re- 
sponded to HEW Secretary Flemming’s letter of 
Dec. 12, 1958, announcing the White House Con- 
ference (Aging 51, p. 1; 53,1). Of the total of 
48 responses received by the beginning of April, 
16 Governors indicated general endorsement and 
Intention to participate, 8 presented tentative 
plans for the State’s activities, and 24 spoke of 
specific plans for full participation. Of this last 
group: 16 Governors have, or intend to, desig- 
hate an official State agency on aging (commit- 
the commission, council) as the body to conduct 

€ State’s participation in the White House Con- 


ference; the remaining 8 have designated some 
other State official or agency to discharge this 
responsibility. 

(Ed. Note: In the future, our regular column on “News 
of State Commissions” will be expanded to include re- 
porting of statewide activities preparatory to the White 
House Conference conducted by the Governor’s designated 
State officials or agencies as well as by the State “com- 
missions”. National and interstate activities will con- 
tinue to be reported in “The White House Conference” 
column. Local activities will be covered as items in “The 
Way the Wind Blows” or as separate stories, space per- 
mitting.) 


Senate Subcommittee on Aging 


On Feb. 6, the U. S. Senate approved S. Res. 65 
authorizing the establishment of a subcommittee 
of the Committee on Labor and Public Welfare to 
“make a complete study of any and all matters 
pertaining to the problems of the aging’, includ- 
ing but not limited to studies of : The major prob- 
lems of the aged, the existing programs of public 
and private agencies, the present role of the Fed- 
eral Government, and any additional Federal pro- 
grams which should be undertaken. 

The Committee is authorized to employ staff 
and make other expenditures up to a maximum of 
$85,000 until Jan. 31, 1960, by which date it is 
required to report on findings and legislative 
recommendations. 

Under the chairmanship of Senator McNamara 
(Mich.), this Subcommittee on Problems of the 
Aged and Aging is composed of Senators Clark 
(Pa.), Dirksen (Ill.), Goldwater (Ariz.), Ken- 
nedy (Mass.), anc Randolph (W. Va.). The Sub- 
committee has appointed Sidney Spector, former 
Secretary of the Committee on Aging of the Coun- 
cil of State Governments, as its Staff Director, 
and Harold L. Sheppard, former professor of 
sociology at Wayne State University in Detroit, as 
Research Director. 

Among the activities already initiated are dis- 
tribution of a questionnaire to national voluntary 
organizations with programs in the field of ag- 
ing, tentative plans for hearings, etc. 


OVR Research-Demonstration Grants 


So far this fiscal year, D/HEW’s Office of Vo- 
cational Rehabilitation has awarded a total of 
more than $2.3 million in grants to support 91 
research and demonstration projects in 32 States, 
the District of Columbia, and Puerto Rico, under 
the amended Vocational Rehabilitation Act. 

Of this total, almost $1.6 million went to 53 
projects previously initiated and more than 
$700,000 to 38 new projects. Among the new 
projects, the following six are of special interest 
in the field of aging: 

Kansas: Hadley Memorial Hospital (Hays), $25, 
200 for work evaluation of older disabled persons

lect information and materials. 





Indiana: The State Commission on the Aging and 
Aged and the Board of Health have jointly issued 
a 45-page publication, Housing and Living Ar- 
rangements for the Aged, based on the materials 
prepared for, and presented at, the Commission’s 
1958 Conference on Aging. It covers a discussion 
of the basic problems, use of surveys, typical com- 
munity solutions, and proposals for further ac- 
tivity.

Utah: The legislature has passed Senate Bill 244, 
establishing a State Committee on Aging to plan 
and conduct the State’s activities leading to the 
White House Conference. The act provides for 
an 1l-member Committee with five members ap- 
pointed by the Governor, one member of the leg- 
islature to be appointed by the Speaker of the 
House and one by the President of the Senate, 
and the Chairman of the Industrial Commission, 


of Health and of Education. 





louisiana: The State Commission on the Aging, 
P. 0. Box 4282, Capitol Station, Baton Rouge, 
La., has published the Proceedings of the Louisi- 
ana Conference on the Aging, which was held at 
the Louisiana State University in Baton Rouge on 
April 28-29, 1958, under the joint sponsorship of 
the Commission and the University’s Department 
of Sociology. The Commission has a limited sup- 
ply of free copies to meet requests made on or- 
ganizational letterheads. 





Rhode Island: Governor Del Sesto has appointed 
the first Administrator of the Division of Aging 
of the Executive Department which was estab- 
lished in May 1958 (Aging 45, p. 4) by the State’s 
General Assembly but to which appointments had 
not been made.

Roberta B. Brown who has an extensive back- 
ground of academic work at the graduate level, 
professional experience in journalism, and _ vol- 
unteer activities in various social and welfare 
fields.

West Virginia: The State legislature has extended 
the life of the Commission on Problems of the 
Aging through 1960. In a concurrent resolution 
that requires a final report by Dec. 15, 1960, the 
Commission is also given a number of direct func- 
tions In connection with the preparations for the 
— House Conference and a budget of $5,000 
or printing, secretarial, and other services. Mem- 
bership of the Commission (Aging 39, p. 5) re- 
mains the same.

The Way the Wind Blows 


During Minnesota’s centennial year celebration 
in 1958, the State issued 2,500 Centennial Pioneer 
Certificates to persons 90 years of age and over. 
Among the 33 persons 100 years of age and over, 
there were two couples. The oldest resident in 
the State was 108. 

A special study in 1956 showed that of the al- 
most 5,000 people 100 years of age and over 
throughout the Nation, 62 were currently receiv- 
ing benefits under the Old-Age and Survivors In- 
surance program. Of these, 23 were drawing 
benefits as survivors of insured workers and 39 
on the basis of their own covered earnings in em- 
ployment after 1940 when they were all at least 
83 years of age. And 3 of the 39 beneficiaries 100 
and over were still working!

The New York City Board of Estimates has ap- 
proved the plans of the city’s Department of Wel- 
fare to convert and operate as a home for the 
aged the former Neponist Beach Hospital. The 
home will accommodate 250 residents 65 and over 
and will provide a day center for about 400 elderly 
persons from the Rockaway area and adjacent 
sections of Brooklyn and Queens. The Depart- 
ment of Welfare, 250 Church St., estimates that 
the conversion will cost less than $1.9 million as 
compared with $4 million for a new structure 
with equal and comparable facilities. 
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The Lansing Employment Service Office of the 
Michigan Employment Security Commission is 
conducting an Older Worker Demonstration Proj- 
ect which is scheduled to last at least one year. 
The purpose is to develop a community atmos- 
phere in which qualified older persons will be 
more readily hired on the basis of ability regard- 
less of age and to concentrate the local office’s 
regular services in counseling, job development, 
placement, and employer relations in locating 
suitable employment for older workers in accord- 
ance with their abilities, consistent with labor 
market conditions. A special feature of the proj- 
ect is the support, cooperation, and participation 
of a variety of community agencies. Benedict H. 
McGinn, Older Worker Specialist at the State 
Commission’s headquarters, 7310 Woodward Ave., 
Detroit 2, Mich., is in charge of the program and 
Harry Smith, of the Lansing office, will supervise 
the local activities. 


The February Statistical Bulletin of the Metro. 
politan Life Insurance Co., 1 Madison Ave., New 
York 10, N. Y., features a summary of data on 
“Heart Disease in Middle Life”. The article 
shows that heart disease in the 45 through 64 age 
group is the leading cause of death, accounting 
for about 40% of mortality, and a major cause 
of sickness and prolonged disability. Further. 
more, not only was the heart disease death rate 
during 1955-56 nearly three times as large for 
white males as for females (6.8 per 1,000 for 
males, 2.4 for females), but comparisons with 
previous years shows that the death rate for fe- 
males may be expected to improve faster than 
for males in this age group. On the other hand, 
data show that improved medical and _ physical 
care after a heart attack are resulting in higher 
recovery rates and return to work with minimum 
limitations.
